Född Carl Artur Mattsson i 
Stenkyrka församling på 
Tjörn. Var bosatt i Strömstad. 
Var Sveriges äldsta levande 
man sedan den 4 dagar äldre 
Thore Erikssons död 27 mars 
2016 till 24 juli 2019 och även 
äldsta levande person sedan 
den drygt ett år äldre Alice 
Östlunds död 28 mars 2018. 


Mattsson var möbelsnickare och var son till 
hemmansägaren Rutger Matiasson (1877-1943) och 
Agda Elisabet Berntsdotter (1877-1961). Han hade 
fem syskon. Mattsson gifte sig första gången 1932 
med Sonja Margareta Berendt och de fick 1939 en 
dotter. Han gifte sig andra gången 16 maj 1964 med 
Ella Birgit Viola Andersson och blev änkling 27 mars 
2010. 

Mattson var aktiv i flera olika idrotter under sitt liv 
såsom skytte och framför allt golf vilket han började 
spela vid 76 års ålder och höll på med till 2011 då han 
var 103 år. Därmed var han Sveriges äldsta golfare. 


Mattsson var vid sin död bosatt på ett äldreboende i 
Strömstad. 


Norskfödda Wilhelmine Sande (1874-1986) är den första person man 
säkert vet fick uppleva sin 110-årsdag i Sverige. Hennes åldersrekord 
övertogs av Hulda Johansson 1993. År 2001 blev Elsa Moberg den 
hittills äldsta svensken innan den nuvarande rekordhållaren Astrid 
Zachrison passerade henne hösten 2007. 


Vad gäller 1800-talet är uppgifterna osäkrare om vem som innehade 
åldersrekordet. Enligt SCB fanns t.ex. en kvinna född 1770 som blev 
105 år och en kvinna född 1775 som blev 104 år. 


104 år och 22 dagar: Maja Cajsa (Maria Catharina) Dahl f. Östlund. 7 
januari 1787 

29 januari 1891. Född i Uppsala domkyrkoförsamling. Död i Älvkarleby 
församling. 


När det gäller äldre åldersrekord så kan dessa följas tack vare att Statistiska Centralbyrån (SCB) i 
sin årliga befolkningsstatistik från 1900-talets början och fram till år 1970 inkluderade en lista med 
personuppgifter för de invånare som under året avlidit i en ålder av 100 år eller äldre. Uppgifterna 
kontrollerades med aktuella församlingar. 

104 år och 253 dagar: Ingrid Klar

död den 13 november 1902 i Norra Hestra 
församling Jönköpings län, var vid sin död 
landets äldsta invånare samt den sista

14 Klar föddes 1798, dotter till soldat Mårten 
i Tholander (1770-1804) och Maria 
Jonasdotter (1770-1844). Den 22 mars 1820 
gifte hon sig i Öreryds kyrka med soldaten 
Mattias Klar (1799-1872) och fick med 
honom 8 barn, 28 barnbarn och 72 
barnbarnsbarn. 


Hon hade vid sin död god hörsel, talförmåga, 
syn och minne och kunde förklara händelser 
under ett helt århundrade. Då hon fyllde 102 
år fick hon 100 kronor i gåva från kungen.

Daughter Yvonne J 21 February 1875 - 4 August 1997) was a French 
Calment in front of supercentenarian and, with a documented lifespan of 122 years and 164 days, is the 
world's oldest verified person. Her longevity attracted media attention and medical 
MRS (IEPEN Oj studies of her health and lifestyle. She is the only person verified to have reached the age 
of 122. According to census records, Calment outlived both her daughter and grandson. 


Trophime in Arles 


Calment was born on 21 February 1875 in Arles, Bouches-du-Rhöne, Provence. Some of her close family members also had 
an above-average lifespan as her older brother, Francois (1865-1962), lived to the age of 97, her father, Nicolas (1837-1931), 
who was a shipbuilder, 93, and her mother, Marguerite Gilles (1838-1924), who was from a family of millers, 86. 


From the age of seven until her first Communion, she attended Mrs. Benet's church primary school in Arles, and then the 
local collége (secondary school), finishing at 16 with the brevet classique diploma. Asked about her daily routine while at 
primary school, she replied that "when you are young, you get up at eight o'clock". In lieu of a solid breakfast, she would 
have either coffee with milk, or hot chocolate, and at noon her father would pick her up from school to have lunch at home 
before she returned to school for the afternoon. In the following years, she continued to live with her parents, awaiting 
marriage, painting, and improving her piano skills. 


In 1965, aged 90 and with no heirs left, Calment signed a life estate contract on her apartment with civil law notary André- 
Frangois Raffray, selling the property in exchange for a right of occupancy and a monthly revenue of 2,500 francs (€380) 
until her death. Raffray died on 25 December 1995, by which time Calment had received more than double the apartment's 
value from him, and his family had to continue making payments. She commented on the situation by saying, "in life, one 
sometimes makes bad deals". In 1985, she moved into a nursing home, having lived on her own until age 110. A 
documentary film about her life, entitled Beyond 120 Years with Jeanne Calment, was released in 1995. In 1996, Time's 
Mistress, a four-track CD of Jeanne speaking over musical backing tracks in various styles, including rap, was released. 


Geneticists have noted that, since Jeanne Calment had 16 distinct great-great-grandparents (while her daughter Yvonne had 
only 12), the question of identity could easily be settled by a test for autozygous DNA, if a blood or tissue sample were to be 
made available. 


2 January 1903 - 19 April 2022) was a 
Japanese supercentenarian who, until her death at 
the age of 119 years and 107 days (claimed 119 
years, 138 days), was the world's oldest verified 
living person following the death of Chiyo Miyako on 
22 July 2018. She is the oldest verified Japanese 
person and the second-oldest verified person ever, 
after Jeanne Calment. 


Tanaka was born as Kane Ota on 2 January 1903 in 
the village of Wajiro (now part of Higashi-ku, 
Fukuoka), on the southern island of Kyushu, the third 
daughter and seventh child of Kumayoshi and Kuma 
Ota. Kane and her family said she was actually born 
on 2 December 1902 and that her parents delayed the 
process of filing the report for a week because they 
were not sure if she would survive[10] as she was 
born prematurely. 


Lucile Randon DC 11 February 1904 - 17 January 2023), also 
known as Sister André (French: Sceur André), was a French 
supercentenarian who, until her death at the age of 118 
years, 340 days, was the world's oldest verified living 
person following the death of Kane Tanaka of Japan on 19 
April 2022. She is the fourth-oldest verified person ever, as 
well as the oldest confirmed survivor of the COVID-19 
pandemic, having tested positive for SARS-CoV-2 a month 
before her 117th birthday. 


Randon was born on 11 February 1904 in Alés, France to 
Paul Randon and Alphonsine Delphine Yéta Soutoul. Her 
living siblings included three older brothers and a twin 
sister named Lydie, who died a year after they were born. 
Lucile became a governess to three children in Marseille 
when she was twenty years old in 1924. On her 118th 
birthday in February 2022, Randon received a birthday note 
from the French president, Emmanuel Macron. On 19 April 
2022, she became the world's oldest verified living person 
after the death of Kane Tanaka. Randon died in her sleep at 
her nursing home on 17 January 2023 at the age of 118 
years and 340 days as the fourth-oldest verified person ever. 


Emma Martina Luigia Morano OMRI 
(29 November 1899 - 15 April 2017) | 
was an Italian supercentenarian. 
She was the world's oldest living 
person from 13 May 2016 until her 
death on 15 April 2017, aged 117 
years and 137 days. At the time of 
her death, she was also the last 
living person verified to have been 
born in the 1800s. She was the 
longest-living Italian person ever 
documented and the third-oldest 
European person ever behind 
Jeanne Calment (1875-1997) and 
Lucile Randon (1904-2023).
